contentiue conceyt oz other : But finding no occaſion ts 
make himſelfe merrie, all comfoztleCe and ſolitaris to him- 
elle, des vſed this ſpecche.

Nowe would J dtte weeping fag greefe, that the ſauall 
would learne ho faſter : and if the ding had gotte out 
of my light, that then See had ranne padling about out of 
my light, and by channce ſpotted any of her cloathes, 02 ta- 
ken a (all, (and pet it was olde ina) beeing betwirt ſea- 
nen and eight yeeres of age , to ant alone. Bet as A luxe, 
if ought were amiſſe with her, J was checkt, ſnibd, called 
p:owde Pinkes, rated like a Dogge, and nowe aud then 
beatcn lo extreamely, if the Oct crone were in an angrie 
mode, as (hee was ſarld eue littto better. Put pet the olde 
Pan ( Jremcamber) many tunes, when che was loping 
on me with a Faggot ſticke ,'hee would come and plucke 
ber of mi, and ſay : why wife tozbrare her , doe not vic 
der ſs cruelly, ict vs not alto guter lozget our ſelves : Wiſe, 
wee are the betier ſozher, remember the Boycs wozdes, 
and ſarcly God will piagut vs fo2 ii.
